Still, in that lenfrth of 
time Dr. Hurty says that the children 
of tl'.o community will have to suffer 
more or loss from ill health and possl-, 
My disease because of the old build- 
ink 


Dr. Ilurty hints that there has been 


had business management In the com- 
munity of Andrews, because the citl- 
•a-.ns are not able to take care of their 
children properly. The building now 
standins is forty -six years old and has 
i'ost the town practically nothing for 
repairs during all these years. 
Dr. 


Hurty says that 
failure 
is failure, 


whether it is that of an individual 
or a community. From this he seems 
to think that Andrews has made a 
failure In gone-by years in the failure 
to provide for such a contingency as 
has arisen. This Is because of their 
inability to 'properly care for 
their 


children. 


During the year which the children 


will have to spend In the old school- 
house, Dr. Hurty suggests that cer- 
tain improvements ' be made. These 
will consist in the putting of baffle- 
boards In the windows for ventilation, 
putting galvanized iron jackets around 
the old stoves, the supplying of new 
but cheap window shades, 
putting 


patches on the floor, etc. Dr. Fry says 
that he will not advise much more im- 
provement than is absolutely neces- 
sary, because the old building is not 
worth the money thus spent. 


Kendallville. Ind.. June 8.— The gar- 


bage proposition is becoming a. matter 
of greater Importance in this city with j 
everj- passing year. Before the organ- 
ization of the Civic club the Ihstalla- 
tion of a public garbage wagon by the 
city was agitated and since the Civic 
club has come into existence the mat- 
ter has been brought to the attention 
of the council several times. 


It is becoming a recognized fact that 


the city will soon have to take some 
steps along this line of civic improve- 
ment. 
The dumping ground proposi- 


tion is a hard problem, the county 
board of health having practically con- 
demned the practice of dumping refuse 
on the grounds north of town. It Is a 
really tough thing to ask citizens to 
dig up their premises to bury their gar- 
bage. and some means for its disposal 
should be provided as a safeguard to 
health. 


The talk given by M. V. Decker, 


agent for the McOuire Incinerator, be- 
fore the council shows a way out of 
the difficulty which looks very feasible. 
Kor $2,500 his company will erect a 
crematory here guaranteed for a ca- 
pacity which should meet the require- 
ments of Kendallville for several years 
without any additions. It really seems 
as though there could be no fairer 
offer than that, and It is at least en- 
titled to consideration by the councll.

NO HOPE. FOR THE WHITE RACE. 


A British Selontlrt Says the World 


Will Soon be Black. 


London—It has been satistactorily 


proved-on paper-that the original 
man was black and that the white 
races can never permanently acclima- 
tize in the black man's country, says 
the New York Sun. 
German scholars 


have written learnedly on these sub- 
jects recently. Now comes an English- 
man, Lionel W- Lyde, professor of 
economic geography at London uni- 
versity, with the theory that the white 
man is doomed to vanish off the face 


of the earth, yielding to the colored 
races. 
. ' 


Ths zone in which the white man 


can live under normal conditions has, 
he says, for its southern boundary lat- 
itude 55 degrees, that o£ Copenhagen, 
and he can only settle and thrive in 
other zones by taking steps to make 
himself artificially fit* by such a la- 
borious process as puts it out of the 
question.

He was more 
and more talked of for the presiden- 
tial nomination, and finally gave his 
friends permission to work for him.

an invitation, Lincoln spoke in Cooper 
Institute, New York.
